WASHINGTON, D. C., February 6.—Opinions 
differ concerning the powers of the house 
committee charged with the investigation of 
the Pan Electric telephone scandal. Some think 
that the committee will be so limited under 
the resolution, that it will not be able to take 
up any of the real history of the case, but 
will be cénfined to the examination of money 
expended by the government in the interests 
of the Pan Electric. Whether this theory is 
correct or not it is certain that the story will 
be brought out officially.

A CAT’S NINE LIVES. 


More Truth Than Fiction to Be Found in the 
Popular Adage. 


Of the cat it is commonly said, says a 
writer in Popular Science Monthly, that it 
has nine lives. By this ro nothing 
very definite is meant beyond the opinion 
that under various kinds of death the cat 
lives much longer than other animals that 
have to be killed by violent means. When 
any question is asked of the police or of 
other persons who have to take the lives 
of lower animals, they tell you, without 
exception, according to my experience, 
that the cat is the most difficult to destroy 
of all domestic animals, and that it en- 
dures accidental blows and falls with an 
impunity that is quite a distinguishing 
characteristic. 

The general impression conveyed in 
these views is strictly correct up to a cer- 
tain and well-marked degree. By the 
lethal death the value of the life of the 
cat is found to be at least three times the 
worth of the dog. In all the cases I have 
seen in which the exactest comparisons 
were made the cat outlived the dog. A 
cat and dag of the same ages being placed 
in a lethal chamber, the cat may, with 
perfect certainty, be predicted to outlive 
the dog. The lethal chamber being large 
enough to hold both the cat and the dog, 

the vapor inhaled by the animals being 
the same, with every other condition 
identical, this result, as an experimental 
truth, may be accepted without cavil. 

The differences, always well-marked, 
are sometimes much longer than would be 
credible in the absence of evidence. I 
have once seen a cat, falling asleep in a 
lethal chamber in the same period asa 
dog, remain breathing, literally, nine 
times longer, for the dog died in five min- 
utes, and the cat not only continued to 
breathe,in profoundest sleep for forty-five 
minutes, but would have been recovera- 
bie by simple removal from the vapor into 
fresh air, if it had been removed while yet 
one act of breathing continued. This,how- 
ever, was exceptional, because the cat in 
the same lethal atmosphere as the dog 
does not,as a rule,live more than thrice as 
long—i. e., if the dog ceases to breathe in 
four minutes the cat will cease in from 
ten to twelve minutes after falling asleep.

BOGUS BENEVOLENCE. 


An edict recently issued by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company requires all 
of its employes to become members of a 


mutual benefit association, to which a 


certain percentage of their wages is to be 
paid by the company, and from which 
they are to receive certain specified bene- 
fits in case of sickness or disability in- 
curred in the seryice of the company. 
The company undertook to manage this 
association for them and to guarantee its 
obligations to the amount of about $100,000. 

On its face this was a liberally benevo- 
lent and truly paternal scheme. The em- 
ployes did not at first see why a soulless 
corporation should undertake such a 
fatherly guardianship over them and their 
earnings. But on reading the articles 
they must sign to become members of this 
association and to retain their situations, 
they found that their signatures would 
surrender and release to the company, for 
themselves and their representatives, all 
their lawful rights and claims against the 
company for damages when injured in its 
service. They found their insurance was 
to apply only to sickness or disability in- 
ourred in the service of the company, and 
that they forfeited all claims for benefits 
by leaving such service or being dis- 
charged. They found, too, that the bene- 
Hits to which their compulsory payments 
would entitle them were smaller than any 
other mutual association of 50,000 men 
would guarantee them for such payments 
as were to be deducted from their monthly 
wages. Those who paid $5 a year, for 
instance, were not to receive anything 
like such benefits as are insured for that 
sum by the Brotherhood of Engineers, 
which for that amount now pays $3,000 in 
case of death or disability, and has per- 
fected arrangements to raise this pay- 
ment to $4,500. In short, they were to 
surrender not only a part of their wages 
to the control of the company, but valua- 
ble personal rights and privileges, and in 
return get poorer benefits than their 
money is worth, and these hampered by 
most objectionable conditions. At 
best it was a Yankee improvement 
of Bismarck’s scheme for making 
paternal despotism more popular than 
communism, when he provided by law a 
pittance for sick or disabled wage-earners, 
apparently at the expense of employers, 
but really, though indirectly, out of the 
earnings of the laborers themselves. 

If the employes strike rather than sub- 
mit to this new form of peonage or vas- 
salage, the public sympathy will be with 
them. The great corporations are ac- 
quiring too much control over the labor 
and the votes of their employes. In Penn- 
sylvania especially the great majority of 
wage-earners are already reduced too 
nearly to the condition of corporation 
serfs. They must live in tenements owned 
by the company, buy what they need 
from the company’s stores, and sign con- 
tracts which enable the company to pitch 
them andtheir families out to freeze and 
starve the moment they strike for a piti- 
ful increase of wages.

PRESIDENT AND SENATE. 

We have said it was unjust and not con- 
duoive to a better and purer public serv- 
ice for the Administration to remove offi- 
cials without notice or hearing in the 
midst of their terms; and still to refuse 
them a copy of the charges, keeping the 
cause for the suspension a state secret in 
each case. We must say also that itis 
equally unjust and alike unfavorable to 
the best results for the Senate to consider 
nominations in executive session only, 
and to make a profound secret of the 
grounds on which they are confirmed or 
rejected. 

President CLEVELAND has proclaimed 
and promised again and again that he will 
remove no Republican whose term of offic 
is unexpired, except for just such 1 
causes as would impel him to remove a 
Democrat—that is to say,for misfeasance, 
corruption, neglect of duty, incapacity, 
or prostituting his position to party serv- 
ice. The Republican Senators make a 
good point when they contend that, after 
this declaration,the Administration should 
tell which of these faults is the ground for 
suspension in each case; that to withhold 
such information from even the branded 
official himself, be he Republican or Dem- 
ocrat, is not only unfair to him, but will 
subject our civil service to the control of 
star-chamber processes, putting too high 
a premium on false charges and on the se- 
cret, ex-parte statements of irresponsible 
and interested witnesses. 

But the leaders of the Republican 
majority in the Senate have also declared 
again and again that they would reject 
the Democratic nominations sent in by 
President CLEVELAND only as they would 
reject Republican nominations sentin by 
a Republican President—that is to say, 
solely on account of the nominee’s disrep- 
utable character and unworthiness of 
trust, And therefore the confirmation or 
rejection of nominations in the secrecy of 
executive session is open to precisely the 
same objections as is the suspension or 
removal of incumbents by the President 
without assigning the specific cause of 
action in each case. 

Republican Senators say that the Presi- 
dent’s call for charges against Republican 
inoumbents and the pressure of Demo- 
cratic office-seekers together, have induced 
ten or a dozen Democratic Senators to 
secure removals by filing secret charges 
which would disgrace them if — * 
and that it is to protect them the 


e pate E the veil 
“Wocrecy over these charges. This is 
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lamentable, if true, and when we consider 


the disreputable character of some who 
are to succeed officials removed for secret 
reasons, we are not prepared to say there 
is no truth in it. But there is just as good 


reason for believing that the secrecy of 


executive sessions hides a vast amount of 
bargain and intrigue called ‘‘Senatorial 
courtesy’’ in the matter of confirming and 
rejecting nominations. 

If there is good reason for demanding 
that the President shall specify the par- 
ticular charge on which he ousts a subordi- 
nate from office, there is equally good 
reason for a demand that nominations 
shall be discussed and confirmed or re- 
jected by yeas and nays in the open 
sessions of the Senate. This would bring 
out all the information which the Senate 
has demanded in vain from the President. 
It would rend the last shred of mystery 
from removals and appointments. It 
would tend to a better understanding 
between the Senate and the Administra- 
tion, and subject both to the whole- 
some influence of a well-informed public 
opinion. 


AUSTRIA AND GERMANY. 

BIsMARCK’sS expulsion of the Poles and 
his declared purpose of keeping all of 
Prussia’s share of Poland for Germans 
alone have touched a tender chord in the 
bosoms of the Austrian Germans. They 
are Catholics, as the Poles are, and would 
have voted against BisMAaRCK’s politico- 
religious measures, asthe Polesdid. But 
just now they are threatened with Slavic 
ascendency in the Germano-Slavic govern- 
ment of Austria, and they turn to Pan- 
Germanism as a far more welcome alter- 
native. 

Von BEvust’s reorganization of Autria 
Hungary, with Magyar influence ascend- 
ent in the local autonomy of Transleithania 


and German influence dominant in the 


government of Cisleithania, has proved a 
failure so far as the Austrian Germans are 
concerned. Rather than remain subject 
to Slav rule in local affairs, and 
under an imperial Government con- 
stantly reaching out for more Slav 
territory and more Slav population, 
they would prefer annexation to a gov- 
ernment that exists only for Germans and 
that wants the earth for Germans alone. 
In short, the German provinces of Austria 
are probably as ripe for annexation to 
Germany as ever Texans were for annex- 
ation to the United States. 

But BISuARCk's time for it has not yet 
arrived. He doubtless regards the an- 
nexation as a thing he can have whenever 
he is ready for it, but a thing that must 
not be permitted to force itself on him be- 
fore he is ready for it. No matter how 
favorable he may be to Pan-Germanism 
as a. future consummation, natural and 
desirabie, he is still more opposed to Pan- 
Slavism, whose most formidable obstacle 
and most aggressive enemy is the present 
empire of Austria-Hungary. The latter’s 
Slavie ambitions do not grieve him, how- 
ever much they may gripyé the Austmap 
Germans. As the latter are Catholics and 
their annexation would strengthen the 
South German States and menace the 
Protestant ascendency of Prussia in the 
imperial federation, they serve BISMARCK 
better where they are for the present. 
The Slav control which is so offensive to 
them is but a tool with which he is antag- 
onizing Russian aggrandizement.

BAUBLBS. 

The French Chamber of Deputies has 
ordered the sale of the famous crown 
jewels of France, the proceeds of the sale 
to be used for the establishment of a home 
for aged and infirm workingmen. The 
value of the jewels is roughly estimated at 
$40 , 000, 000. 

This action of the National Legislature 
of France is an auspicious sign of the 
growth and strength of republicanism in 
that country. It is proper and befit- 
ting to emphasize and confirm the aboli- 
tion of the monarchy by removing all that 
remains of its trappings and insignia. 
The crown jewels of every country are 
guarded with a national sentiment of 
love and veneration which can be 
overcome only by a powerful asser- 
tion of the democratic idea. Apart from 
sentimental considerations, the object to 
be accomplished through the sale of the 
French crown jewels is most laudable. A 
government home for aged and infirm 
workingmen would be an honor to the 
French Republic and a proper acknowl- 
edgement of the nation’s gratitude to 
an element of the people 80 essen- 
tial to the national power and prosperity. 
The sale of these jewels will cause a shock 
to the crowned heads of Europe: butsome 
of them need just such a shock, and the 
effect will be beneficial in all directions. 
It will serve as a hint that the French 
Republic has come to stay, and wilt tend 
to encourage and stimulate democratic 
sentiment throughout Europe. .

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FOREIGN ECHOES. 


Tr is to be hoped that the good old pope will 
not die. His spiritual reign has been a short 
and anything but an easy one. A very uneasy 
feeling prevails throughout Europe about him, 
however, strengthened by the indignant con- 
trad.ction from the vatican that anything of 
consequence is the matter with His Holiness, 
and fed by the ugly fact of the summons to Dr. 
Metzger, a distinguished medical specialist 
from Amsterdam, who prescribed care and 
entire rest. The denial of danger is believed 
to have been circulated on purely diplomatic 
grounds, as was that respecting the king of 
Spain. Leo XIII. isnearing the end of his 76th 
year, at which age a warning of danger is apt to 
mean mischief, but then on the other hand he 
is credited with a good natural constitution, 
and in this age of veteran statesmen is by no 
means theeldest of the illustrious fraternity. 
He is three years younger than Mr. Grevy

Prince Bismarck is only five years his junior, 
while the German emperor is thirteen years 
his senior. There seems no reason, there- 
fore, in the nature of things why the pope 
should not yet have many years before him, 
though he is scarcely likely to follow the ex- 
ample of his predecessor by breaking for the 
second time the old tradition that no pope 
should see the years of Peter.

FOLDS THE WHOLE COUNTRY. 


4 Monster Only Ten Years of Age—-A Fairy 
Tale of Modern Finance Paying Five 
Dividends in one Year—How Men Have 
Made Fortunes on Stock Seven Times 
Watered—Facts that Show the Impor- 
tance of the Suit About to Be Instituted 
by the Government. 


The recent articles concerning the Pan 
Electric telephone company, which seems to 
have obtained such wide ramifications among 
the statesmen at Washington, has directed 
public attention to telephone matters in gen- 
eraland especially to that giant monopoly, 
the American Bell telephonecompany. Never 
in the history of America, nor in the history 
of any other country. has a corporation grown 
to such dimensions in so short a time as the 
American Beil telephone company. Never 
before has an inventor so immediately grown 
enormously rich from the proceeds ofan in- 
vention as Prof. Alexander Graham Bell. 


Morse took out his first patent on his electric 
telegraph in 1840, but it was four years before 
the frst message was passed over the first line 
ever laid, which was between Baltimore 
andWashington, and it has taken the Western 
Union telegraph company and the Baltimore 
and Ohio telegraph company all these inter- 


ro proportions. Morse himself was but in- 

ifferently rewarded ; and . died with - 
out having a conception of the extent to which 
his invention would be employed and the im- 

ortance of it as acommercial and financial 

actor of the age. Robert Fulton never 
dreamed of how See would cover the 
sea, and Stephenson could not have forseen 
the number and extent of the railway tracks 
that now cover the earth with a steel network. 
We are amazed, it istrue, at the sudden and 
gigantic growth of the railroads, the steam- 
ships, the cables and the telepraph lines, but 
none of them came to much under a quarter 
ofa century. 

THE STORY OF ALAPDDIN’S LAMP RETOLD. 

The general public never heard of such a 
thiag as the transmission of speech over wires 
till ten years ago. True, some experiments 
had been made. Bourseulle in France and 
Reis in Germany had worked on the ideal some 
years before, but nothing of a practicai char- 
acter came from their efforts, and the world 
went on in ignorance of their labors. Beil’s 
application for a patent was received at the 
patent office, Washington, February 14, 1876, 
and it is a remarkable fact, which adds to the 
romantic interest, to say nothing of 
the legal phases of the story, that 
an application for a patent on a 
speaking-telephone was received from Prof. 
Elisha Gray of Chicago the same day, but a 
littie later. The patent was granted to Bell on 
the ground of the difference in time, and not 
because of any difference in the merit of the 
claims. Thus, by what would ordinarily be 
considered a trifling incident, was the Bell tele- 
»yhone company given at least a tempora 
voting, ot which it has not failed to take ad- 
vantage, making Bell a very rich man, and 
leaving Gray to nurse all his life, perhaps, the 
regret that he had not been pricked up to one 
day’s greater haste in sending away his appli- 
cation. 

Bell took his telephone to the Centennial 
exposition, where it was seen and experi- 
inented with by thousands of visitors, who 
never suspected thut it would come to more 
than an ingenious plaything. It was two years 
aiter the Centennial that the first telephone 
exchanges under the Bell patent. were estab- 
lished, though a company had been organized 
in 1877. It was not till is7¥ that the new method 
of communication was firmiy established as a 
commercial and social necessity, and from 
that year dates the marvelous growth and 
success of the Bell company. Its capital 
stock on the 3lst of December, 1884, was $24,- 
000,000, and an application was made last year 
to the Massachusetts legislature for an in- 
crease to $30,000,000, which is half the amount 
of the entire capital srock of the Western 
union telegraph company. The receipts for 
rentals for the fiscal year ending March 1, 1885, 
were $1,969,000, and t net earnings for 
the for t same time were 

first dividend was not de- 

1, 1881, when $220,500 was 

paid to stockholders on 73,500 shares, or 8 per 
cent. One more dividend of the same amount

On the lst of January, 1885,the Bell company 
controlled in the United States and territories 
772 exchanges, 107,440 circuits; 101,734 miles of 
wire, gave service to 5,168 employes, and had 
134,000 subscribers. Its pay-roll last year av- 
eraged about $10,000 a month, or about $120,000 
a year. The employes are nearly all girls, who 
receive very smal! salaries. The expenses are 
very light, the original cost of property small 
and the income sure. Asa monopoly of the 
modern school it has/no rival, and what it will 
attain to in another ten years, unless checked in 
its progress, noone would undertake to,fore- 
tell. The character of its property, when it 
comes to a valuation in dollars and cents, is 
very well illustrated by the insignificant 
amount it has paid to the various states for 
taxes. the beginning of 1885 
its total outiay for taxes in all 
United States had reached only $129,- 
000. The amount paid for taxes in New York for 
1884 was $24.86. he amount paid in Missouri 
the same year was $54.76. In Massachusetts, 
where the capital stock is taxed, the amount 
paid in 1884 was $24,410 The amount paid in all 
the United States outside of Massachusetts 
since 1881 up to the beginning of 1885 was less 
than $25,000. A company that has a combined 
salary and tax 9 of about $150,000 a year, 
with an income of $2,005,000 a year, is a fine 
illustration ot the modern scheme of money- 
making.

Other Massachusetts 
men who have made fortunes the same way 
are Gardner G. Hubbard of Boston, said to be 
worth $3,000,000. C. P. Bowditch of Boston 
and vice-president of the company, is said to 
be worth fullyas much. Theodore H. Vail is 
the manager of the company and is a million- 
aire two or three times over. EI-Congress- 
man ‘ - Crapo of Mussachusetts is an- 
other who has wh rich on an original small 
investment. Tlie profits of the company have

The Bill Looming Up as a Legislative 
Bugaboo—Preparations Being Made for

GARFIELD’S REMAINS. 


The Casket Transferred toan Elegant and 
Costly Bronze Sarcophagus, 

CLEVELAND, O., February 6.—Lake View 
cemetery presented a beautiful and pictur- 
esque View this morning. The silent sentry 
paced back and forth in front of the Garfield 
vault and all was silent as the tomb. Sud- 
denly three conveyances appeared on the 
scene, which brought a handsome bronze sar- 
cophagus, the undertaker and the 
representatives of the press. No

R. Garfield, Lieut. Edwards and the soldicrs 
stationed at Garfield post. The transfer of 
the remains of the late President James A. 
Gartield has been under consideration for 
some time and the little gathering was for this 
urpose. The casket which contained all that 
mortal of the martyred president rested in 
its usual position in the vault and its shellac- 
stained sides presented a natural Snpearance. 
Withered flowers were there,and evidences on 
every hand showed thatthe Illustrious dead 
was remembered by loving friends. Th

The sarcophagus was then returned 
to the vault where it will remain until the 
handsome monument, which is to be erected in 
memory of the honored dead,is completed, 
The sarcophagus isa work of art and is the 
finest of the kind ever manufactured in this 
country. It is of solid bronze metal, hand- 
somely ornamented and weighs 660 pounds. The 
top is partially oval and massive bands run 
along the sides and ends. The entire sar- 
cophagus restg on four lion’s feet, one at 
each corner, indicating strength. A hand- 
some tablet of superior n was 
laced on the top of the sarcophagus. 


The outer coverin 
sealed, and the 


t sixteen by fifteen inches, 
was designed by Tiffany and cannot be dupli- 
cated for $400. One man was constantly em- 
ployed for forty-five days in doing the chasin 
work. On each end are lilies, oak leaves an 
acorns ornament the projection in the cen- 
ter, while lichen and calycanthus are inter- 
twined, giving a beautiful effect.

FATHER DALY DEAD, 


The Pastor of St. Mary’s Church Succumbs 
to a Long Sickness. 

Father Th. G. Daly, pastor of the Catholic 
church Sts, Mary and Joseph, Carondelet, 
died this morning at 7 o’clock. dis 
decease was caused by a stom- 
ach trouble whose origin lay in the 


arduous work of his former parish at Old 
Mines, where he did a great deal of — 
rochial visiting on horseback over long dis- 
tances. A year ago this winter the disease had 
so enervated him that he sought a rem- 
acy in the west, and liyed in 
Arizona during the cold weather, returning 
home in the spring somewhat benefited. But 
the improvement was only temporary, and in 
July Father Daly was compelled to give up 
active work and remain indoors, and since 
November he has been confined to his bed.

From there he was put in charge of. St. 
Mary's, to which he has preached ever since. 
He was a college mate of Father Hennessy of

Hector, in ‘‘Nanon,’’ says that the differ- 
ence between the society girl and the ballet 
girl is that the former is decollete above the 
waist and the latter is degollete below the 
waist. There isa chestnutty favor about this 
witticism, but itis aclever definition by con- 
trast. The two styles may be described as the 
upper and under decollete, as the undress of 
society and the undress of the stage. One is 
fashionable and respectable and the other is 
just a little bit shady in highly moral circles. 
Both are receiving a little attention just now 
from reformers. 

The society girl, her friends and admirers 
have had their say as to the effect, hygienic, 
esthetic and moral, of the upper - end decal- 
lete. It is only fair that the case should be 
stated from the standpoint of the ballet and 
chorus girl, 

This distinction as to the physical offeots of 
the two styles should be stated at the begin- 
ing; it is given as the opinion of learned 
physicians and of those who have had experi- 
ence in upper decollete dressing that the 
effects on the health are frequently disastrous, 
and resultin physical wreck and even death. 
In the case of lower d. te, while evidences 
of physical wreck resul from it may be 
seen on the stage at any time and tn all kinds 
of attenuated shapes, yet the extremest lower 
decollete has never been known to cause 
death. On the other hand the hold of its dev- 
otees on life seems to be strengthened and to 
grow with the growth of thelg exposure. 

The fact that the throat and lungs which are 
peculiarly susceptible to atmospheric influ- 
ences are situated in the society girl's decol - 
lete end and not in the chorus girl’s, may ac- 
count for this singular contrast in results. 

The moral aspects of the two extremes leads 
one to the verge of a delicate question which is 
perhaps better decided by the individual con- 
science than by a public djseussion of the 
matter. It is simply a question as to 
whether gleaming, white, or brune 
shoulders, necks, busts, and arms, with 
theirswelling and curving outlines, or shapely, 
plump, curving, quivering and rounded 
limbs poured into seductive silks, are more 
suggestive to the natural man, of unholy 
thoughts. The society young man of artistic 
tendencies or of depraved tastes may, if he 
chooses, by attending a theatrical perform- 
ance and afterwards dropping into a ba/l- 
room, by combining a pair of well shaped 
limbs, the impression of which he carries in 
his mind’s eye, with a graceful and rounded 
specimen of upper decollete, obtain a model 
of the nude or so near it as to answer al! prac- 
tical purposes.

In deference tothe wishes of 
the family and the strongly expressed public 
opinion it has been decided to erect the mon- 
ument in 383288 The cost of the work 
will be about $21,000. It is felt by the commit- 
tee that this should be borne alone by the lov- 
ing friends, of whom no one had more, as a 
last tribute to one of the most genial of men;

AN IDEALIZED CAMILLE, 


Mme. Modjeska Justifies Her Conception of 
the Character.

It is not true that a man or woman is irre- 
deemably bad because fallen. That might be 
a pagan idea, but it is neither philosophical 
nor Christian. The greatest boon that 
Christendom has conferred upon man is the 
conception of charity and forgiveness, which 
comprehends the idea of possible redemption. 
Thore is noone among us who is not conscious 
of faults, and vet none of us despairs of im- 
provement. It is here that I find the beautiful 
idea of Camille; that of reformation by love— 
an idea originated, not by ‘‘Frenchy’’ authors 
but sublimely expressed in those immortal 
words: Her sins, which are many, are for- 
given, forshe loved much.’’

The Trouble in Company C—Capt. Boyd’s

Toa Posr-Disrarck reporter Captain Boyd 
said that he never denied owing the company 
the $2 for which he gave his due bill, but he did 
deny that there was anything irregular in his 
transactions, financial or otherwise, with the 
company. He says that he gave the due bill 
on condition that J. C. Winn give his due bill 
for $35, and that he was not to pay his due bill 
until Winn had liquidated his indebtedness.

“DONOVAN.” 


A NOVEL WHICH GIVES PROMISE OF BET- 
TER THINGS IN FICTION. 


Edna Lyall’s Latest Book—A Story Dealing 
With Current Thought—New Publications— 
Literary Gossip.

„Donovan is a type of novel that looks 
like the pioneer of better things. There is an 
ty, a depth andanovelty about the 
tale that leads us to hope that Miss Lyall will 
inaugurate a better style in fiction writing than 
that which has pervaded the shoals of books 
that have littered our library table for the last 
few years. Dealing principally with the cur- 
rent thought of the day, it touches but lightly 
on the wornout theme of love, and draws its 
interest rather from the thoughtful topics it 
so aptly discusses, and the character of the 
heroes than from sensation or passion. 
Donovan Farrant, the hero, is the type of a 
character common enough—too conimon 
in real life, though rarely introduced into 
fiction. His whole career from infancy to 
to early manhood may be summed up in the 
one word—handicapped. The account given 
of his childhood and early disappointments 
is most touching. Born in India, he was sent 
home to England at the early age of 3; and left 
in the care of his grandfather’s housekeeper, 
an old-fashioned type of Christian happily be- 
coming rarer every day. Mrs. Doery 
was a specimen of the hell fire and 
brimstone type. She knew of no God, save a 
wrathful judge; and no religion but fear, 
Donovan suffered very considerably under her 
influence, but retained in his heart one cher- 
ished ideal--the mother whom he faintly re- 
membered, only as a sweet lady who wore 
pretty dresses and kissed him, When he was 
s years old, news arrived from England that 
a little sister had been born to him, and before 
the novelty and delight of this news had had 
time to fade, came a second letter with yet 
more wonderful tidings: Mamma and baby 
were coming to England to live with Dono, 
and he must take great care of them and try 
to make them happy. 


Never had the little boy known such happi- 
ness; his dream was actually comi true; 
mother was coming; mother who would not 
mind answering his questions, who would 
make him good, who would rescue him from 
Mrs. Doery’s whippings. He could watch the 
grocer’s little boy now when he passed by 
without the least shade of envy, for in afew 
weeks would not he, too, be out walking with 
his mother? 

At last came the real day of arrival and 
Donovan’s feverish impatience was at 
length rewarded; a carriage stopped at the 
door, Mrs. Doery, smoothing out her black 
apron, bustled out into the hall, and 
Donovan rushed headlong down the 
white steps to throw his arms round his moth- 
er’s neck. Butasudden chill of disappoint- 
ment fell on his heart, it was so different from 
all he had planned. The tall pretty-looking 
lady stooped to kiss him indeed, and her voice 
was softand refined and somewhat languid, 
as she exclaimed: ‘‘Dearme! what a great 
boy 771 have grown! But it was not his 
ideal at all; not the mother to whom he could 
tell everything, or who would care to know. 

By and by he saw his mother again; but by 
this time he had grown shy, and only made 
the briefest responses to her questions and 
before long she had disposed herself on the 
drawing-room sofa with a book, and he was 
left standing at a little distance with a Cal- 
cutta costume doll which she had just given 
him, andavery heavy heart. The doll only 
added to his disappointment. Surely the 
ideal mother would have understood how 
little he, a boy 8 years old, would care for a 
doll. Hedid not want presents at all; he 
wanted the dream mother back again, and the 
convjction thatshe would never come back 
again, was terrible indeed. 


Wounded thus, tothe core of his heart by 
the shattering of his idol, the boy turned for 
comfort to the little baby sister. 


He was so miserable that he would even have 
thrown himself on Mrs. Doery’s . if she 
had been there; and in another minute is tears 
broke forth again, as he pressed his face close 
to the baby’s and told her all his trouble. 
course she woke directly, but he still sobbed 
out his story: 

Oh, Baby, I’m so miserable, so miserable! 
Mother isn’t a bit what I expected.“ 


The baby began to cry feebly and Donovan, 
penitent at having disturbed her, took her 
with great care and difficulty from her cradle 
and began to rock her in his arms, and as she 
slept once more and as her weight became 
more and more difficult to bear, a new sense 
of love and protecting care sprang up in the 
little boy’s heart, and he was comforted, 
From that day forth until he was 18 years of 
age Donovan poured out the whole love of his 
nature upon this little baby stranger. Dot 
proved frail; her Indian birth, the trying 
voyage, the want of any real 
care from her mother and the miserable 
mismanagement of an incompetent doctor all 
told grievously on the delicate little child. A 
fall from her ayah’s arms had, it was sup- 
posed, been the cause of the hip disease which 
now declared itself, Foratime everyone was 
sorry and disturbed, but soon they became re- 
signed and talked about the dispensations of 
providence.’’ Only Donovan nursed his sor- 
row and indignation apart, conscious, in spite 
of his youth, that it was human carelessness, 
human misunderstanding, which had ruined 
the only life he cared for. 

As time passed on he grew into a very un- 
satisfactory mortal, unsatisfactory to himself 
as well as to others. His mother’s selfishness 
‘was perfectly apparent to him; he accepted it 
with asortof cold indifference when it only 


affected himself. But when Mrs. Farrant’s. 


absorption in self affected Dot, Donovan’s in- 
dignation was always roused; there was an 
almost fierce gleam in his eyes, when he found 
Dot suffering from the unmotherliness which 
had chilled and cramped his own life. 

What, however, told most fatally on him 
was his mother’s conventional religion. Mrs. 
Farrant went to church because it was proper, 
and insisted on her son accompanying her.

Previous to his mother’s arrival in England 
Donovan had met with an experience which 
colored the whole of his future life. At his 
grandtather's funeral Donovan met his fath- 
er's oousin, Mr. Ellis Farrant, a dark, hand- 
some man of eight and twenty, who patronized 
the little boy considerably, and amongst other 
good-natured acts took him on his knee and 
instructed him in the mysteries of card-play- 
ing.

Here isa de- 
soription of him at this period of his life:

looking and unsatisfied. 
The meeting with his father was agony to 
Donovan’s proud spirit, that he should come 
home from India and find his only son thus 
was galling to the boy’s sensitive nature. 
However, his father received him with affec- 
tion and kindness, which so melted and 
touched Donovan's heart, that he felt he could 
die for him. Unfortunately, his father died 
suddenly within a few weeks at a country inn, 
during a tour that he was taking with his son. 
Five minutes previous to his death he pre- 
pared a brief will in the presence of the doc- 
tor and a servant, but inthe absence of his 
son, leaving everything of which he died pos- 
sessed to Donovan. This will revoked aformer 
will, leaving everything to his wife, and was 
placed in charge of the village surgeon, Don- 
ovan, in the meantime, remaining ignorant of 
its existence. 
Amongst the friends of the family who came 
down for the funeral was Mr. Ellis Farrant, 
who, on viewing the state of affairs and cog- 
nizant only of the old will, decided that the 
best thing for him to do was to marry the 
widow. Scarcely had he arrived at this decis- 
ion, and congratulated himself on the good 
luck he would carve out for himself, than the 
doctor handed him the new will, in which 
Ellis was named therein as sole trustee. Ellis 
Farrant gnashed his teeth with fury when he 
saw all his schemes shattered by a little piece 
of paper, and, scarcely knowing what he did, 
he tore the paper into fragments and flung it 
upon the burning coals. As he-did so, one 
scrap fluttered upon the carpet, and, on 
stooping to pick it up, the false trustee beheld 
the words ‘‘My only son Donovan.’’ 
To follow the lad through the various events 
in his checkered existence would be impos- 
sible, and we can give but a briefsurvey of 
his life. After his father’s death he returned 
home with his mother, and found his sole 
pleasure in waiting upon and caring for the 
little helpless sister he adored. He was de- 
liberately shunned by all inthe neighborhood, 
partly on account of his apparently sinister 
disposition, and partly in consequence of his 
expulsion from school. 
At last, after many years of pain and an- 
guish, Dot, his little sister, died. Donovan’s 
strong nature almost gave way under the 
affliction. During a temporary examination 
shortly before the child’s death after hours of 
horrible suffering, Donovan was requested to 
leave the room for afew moments. In the 
passage he met Ellis, now his stepfather, but, 
not noticing him, the lad sat down on a chair 
near him and gave wayto an overwhelming 
burst of grief. Ellis was really touched and 
instinctively tried to show his sympathy. 


‘*Donovan, m — fellow, don’t give way. 
While there’s life there’s * you know. 

* * she were dead, he groaned; ‘‘out 
of pain.’’ 

But she may get better, suggested Ellis. 

No, he answered, witha great sob, which 
shook his whole frame. It is only a question 
of hours—hours of torture. Then springing 
up ina sort of frenzy, and dashing the tears 
from his eyes, he seized hold of Ellis’ arm. 

Here! You who believe in a God, get down 
on your knees and pray for her—pray that she 


may die!’’ 

ithout waiti for an answer from the 
astonished Eliis, he turned to the window, 
tore back the casement,and leaned out into the 
black night. Somewhere, somewhere in that 
yawning space, there surely must be a power, 
who could help himin his fearful need. His 
whole heart went out in a passionate cry to 
the vast unknown. 

God! God! Exist! Be! Stop this agony! 
Let her die! What good can it possibly do? 
Let her die! 

It was the first prayer he had ever uttered. 


The next scene is the disinheriting of the lad 
by his stepfather, who turned him out in the 
world without a copper for some trifling offense. 
His mother’s weak character comes out pain- 
fully at this episode, the faint struggies of 
motherly love, the weak lamentations, the 
foolish reproaches, ending as might be ex- 
pected, in the triumph of the stepfather. It 
will be remembered that poor Donovan is in 
realty heir to all his mother and stepfather is 
now enjoying. With only afew pounds in his 
‘evens and a little fox-terrier ‘*waif’’ that had 

belonged to his dead sister, Donovan started 
up to London alone and friendless. In the 
train he lost part of his money to some card 
sharpers, who took a great fancy to 
the lad and dogged his steps when he 
arrived in town. For several days 
be tried in vain to get employment, applying 
to all his father’s old friends, till one day he 
met his friend of the railway train, who in- 
vitod him to dinner and made him a liberal 
offer ifhe would join them. Heart-sick and 
weary, he consented, and the history of his 
connection with them, his scruples of con- 
science and his final severance with the deter- 
mination to lead an honest life, are among 
the most interesting pages in the book. When 
he had severed from them he endured all the 
agonies of slow starvation until at 
last he happened to fall in 
with the doctor who had witnessed 
his father’s will. Of course, then, there wagan 
expose, but owing to the other witness being 
Geadand the expense and uncertainty of a 
lawsuit nothing tangible could be done by 
either the doctor or Donovan tuward the 
recovery of the latter’s property. The doctor 
ald, however,go down to see Mr. Ellis Farrant, 
who though he denied point blank the know- 
ledge of any will, agreed on pressure to allow 
his stepson £100 a year. His mother, almost 
overcome by hearing that Donovan had been 
on the brink of starvation, showed some traces 
of motherly love and sorrow, and sent him a 
ring from her finger. 

On the strength of his £100 a year our hero 
commenced studying medicine under the 
doctor's guidance, and ended by recovering 
his property through the death of his step- 
father by small-pox, when the latter, overcome 
with remorse, produced a written confession. 
He also married the doctor’s daughter and 
the tale ends happily with wedding bells. An 
interesting feature of the work is the struggle 
between atheism and Christianity in Don- 
ovan’s mind, ending with the triumph of the 
latter. The best characters are Donovan, his

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The Poor Pay and Tips Received by the 
Sleeping Car Autocrat. 
Telegraph to the PosT-D1sraTcu. 
wo Tonk, February 6.—It is a common 
source of wonder among travelers who are ac- 
customed to buy their comfort in Pullman 
cars with liberal ‘‘tips’’ to the porter, whether 
that fanctionary will be content to retire and 
live on nis accumulations after he is tired of 
work, or will continue his fork-over or suffer- 
for-it system of taxation until he is rich 
enough toown the road. It is the general 
impression that the Pullman car men are well 
paid by their employers for the work they 
do and that whatever extortion pas- 
sengers feel obliged to submit to, is 
additional remuneration of which the 
company chooses to remain ignorant. But ac- 
cording to the conditions of the service, as 
related to the Post-DispaTom correspondent 
by a man who has been in it for years, this is 
very far from the actual state of the case. The 
Pullman company allows its porters wages 
scarcely sufficient to pay for the clothes and 
food necessary to make their runs,“ and 
expects passengers, who have paid for their 
tiekets and for 2 
THE ADDITIONAL ACCOMMODATIONS 
supposed to be offered in a Pullman car, to 
look after the support of the porter and his 
family, t he has one. On the trunk lines 
moving out of this city the pay of a Pullman 
car porter is $16a month. Out of this he is ex- 
pected to pay for the clothes and cap required 
by the regulations of the company and 
for his meals while on duty, The 
usual run is from New Tork to 
Chicago, and return. Not allowing for delays, 
he is on the road about thirty-seven hours 
each way. Men who reach Chicago in the 
morning start on return trip the same night, 
or if they arrive there at night, they must be 
ready to return the next morning. If the 
train is late in arriving at Chicago, it is so 
many hours lost from the sleep and rest of the 
Pullman conductor and porters. As a general 
thing, the conductor can count on getting 
about three hours’ sleep while his train is 
going and coming, but if the cars are anything 
like full the porters can not count on 80 much 
as that. Supposing a train to be on time at the 
New York terminus, the Pullman hands 
are allowed thirty-eight hours off before 
starting on another trip. If the train is 
six or eight hours late, not at all 
an uncommon occurrence, itisso much de- 
ducted from the leisure time of the Pullman 
men. While on the road they get their meals 
at reduced rates from lunch counters in rail- 
road stations, or from adining-car if there 
happens to be one on the train. The employe 
who gave the information for this article kept 


track of his expenses for a year and struck on 


an average of 25 cents a meal, 75 cents a day, 


or at least N. 0 forthe round trip. This he 
considered an under-estimate of each man’s 
expenses for food in four trips out of five. gA 
porter usually has to 
BUY TWO UNIFORMS A YEAR 

at a cost of $18 each. The conductors have to 
get winter and summer uniforms at a cost of 
about $22 each. Shabby dress or rr of 
personal appearance is considered a misde- 
meanor. he Pullman car conductors get a 
salary of O a month. On each train the con- 
ductor is held responsible for the three cars in 
his train and the porters under him. If the 
porters divide thelr ‘‘tips’’ with the con- 
ductors, as waiters do with head waiters in 
several New York restaurants, the company is 
presumed to know nothing of it. A con- 
ductor’s salary is supposed to be sufficfent for 
all his personal needs and his expenses in the 
service of the company. Allowing $20 a month 
for meals bought on the road, and & a month 
for his uniform, a conductor does well if he 
can get $50a month for his family out of his 
salary. But owing to the system of in- 
spection and fines to which Pullman men 
must submit, the chances are that 
the conductor will not get anyt 
like that sum. The conductors and porters are 
under the constant surveillance of ‘‘spot- 
ters, as the train hands call them,or ‘‘special 

ents,’’ as they call themselves and are 
called on the company’s pay-roll, who report 
at division headquarters the slightest infringe- 
ment on the rules ofthe company. Asa gen- 
eral thing Pullman conductors can no more 
tell a spotter from an ordinary passenger 
than the horse car conductor in 
the city can single out the com- 
pany’s spies who are sent around to see 
that they do not knock down on registered 
fares. Ifaspotter sees any indications of un- 
tidiness about the Pullman cars, dust on 
window-sills, scraps of paper on the floor, 
thrown there by some heedless passenger, un- 
tidy looking berths or seats, soiled wash 
bowls or towels, he reports to the division 
superintendent 

THE CONDUCTOR HAS TO PAY FOR IT. 

It makes no difference that the fault may 
have been a porter’s or a a mig er’s, the 
conductor is held responsible. he usual 
fines for misdemeanors of all classes is $2. 
conductor considers himselflucky if he gets 
off with 36 in fines ten months out of the 
twelve. This makes a big hole in his galary. 
He has no chance to explain or to contradict 
the charges. The spotter is believed and the 
conductor must submit or leave the service. 
If the porters are not promptly on the railroad 
station platforms with stools to assist pas- 
sengers on and off the cars when the train 
stops, ten chances to one the conductor gets 
fined for not looking after them. But the 
greatest bone of contention and the most fre- 
quent source of complaint is with the 
magazines and newspapers. If a spot- 
ter finds a pile of reading matter 
tumbled loosely on an occupied seat he re- 
ports it. If the passenger happens to be 
temporarily chatting with someone in an- 
other seator smoking a cigar, and sees the 
conductor order the porter to straighteen 
out or remove the papets he is likely to make 
arow. Ignorant of the rules, he looks upon 
itasapiece of unwarrantable officiousness. 
Thenthe spotter reports the conductor for 
incivility to passengers. 

THIS SYSTEM OF ESPIONAGE 
hits the porter in a little different way. Un- 
less the complaint against them is a Very se- 
rious one—in which case they are suspended 
at the pleasure of the companies—their wages 
are only docked for articles lost or stolen 
from the cars. It is not at all uncom- 
mon for a passenger to walk off with 
the company’s comb or brush, or to 
carelessly smash a tumbler, and for this 
the 7 — has to pay full price, If de loses a 
berth check it costs him bo cents.
